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Timeline to a Killing 

Did Fullerton cops kill Kelly Thomas because he 

annoyed them? 


E arlier this month, the Fullerton Police Department won positive media attention 
for announcing it was creating dossiers on the city’s homeless population. Cops 
are identifying, photographing and building files on a community believed to 
total about 200, ostensibly to assist officers in helping the downtrodden to find shel¬ 
ters, mental-health assistance or obtain substance-abuse counseling. 

I don’t doubt the sincerity of the officers assigned to the project and hope their work 
is beneficial. But let’s not fool ourselves: The effort comes in the 
wake of the July 2011 gruesome police killing of Kelly Thomas. 
District Attorney Tony Rackauckas filed felony criminal charges 
against three of the six cops involved, who await a summer court 
date. Even if the program had been around for years, it wouldn’t 
have prevented the Thomas tragedy. 

Numerous Orange County police agencies—including in Ful¬ 
lerton—had extensive files documenting Thomas’ homelessness, 
serious mental troubles and the fact that during at least 89 police 
contacts over an 18-year span, he’d never been violent toward a 
officer. Yet, that detailed knowledge didn’t help save him because 
the cops involving in the beating didn’t care about behaving pro¬ 
fessionally. They saw an opportunity to pounce on an annoying, 
defenseless, homeless guy, and they took it. No amount of dos¬ 
siers can fix that problem. 

Based on police reports obtained by the Weekly, here’s the disturbing, cop-contact 
timeline leading to the killing:

J ULIE ORR HAS PLENTY OF REASONS TO BOUNCE A CHECK. 

In just a few years, she has gone from running a successful advertising 
business to being a single mom on disability. Hers is a dilemma of American 
life: A leg injury keeps her from working, but she can’t afford the surgery without 
health insurance. 

Yet Orr says her woes weren’t what led her to write a bum check at the grocery store. 
“Sure, we’ve fallen on tough times,” says the 54-year-old from Riverside. “But I’ve 
never bounced a check before in my life. I’ve always been on top of my finances.” 

Accidentally overdrawing on a bank account isn’t a crime. It is, however, a hyper- 
lucrative business, allowing banks to collect $30 billion per year in overdraft fees while 


their customers frantically swim back to the surface. Such is the bounty of faulty math. 

Orr was shocked when she received a letter from the Riverside County district attor¬ 
ney’s office accusing her of fraud. In May, she had written a check for $91 at an Albert¬ 
sons. A few days later, while reviewing her bank account, she noticed the check had 
bounced. Orr headed back to Albertsons to make good on her payment. But she was 
told the store had already placed her in collections. It was out of the grocer’s hands. 

A month later, Orr received a letter from the county DA’s office. It inexplicably 
accused her of intent to commit fraud, noting she was now eligible for “up to one year 
in the county jail.” The only way to avoid criminal charges: participate in a “voluntary” 
bad-check-restitution program. » CONTINUED ON PAGE 12 
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“The letter really made me think I’d go 
to jail if I didn’t,” she says. 

But the DA wanted more than the 
store’s $91 back. Though California law 
restricts the penalty on bad checks to 
$25, the letter demanded $333.51, which 
included $175 for a “voluntary” financial- 
accountability class she’d have to take. 

Orr didn’t even consider arguing her 
innocence. She just wanted the problem 
solved. So she called the 1-800 number on 
the letter to make arrangements to pay in 
cash at the sheriff’s department. When 
she was told she could only send a check 
to a P.O. box, Orr grew suspicious. 

“That’s when I asked if I was actually 
talking to someone in the DA’s office,” she 
says. “And they said no, that they were a 
company being paid to represent the DA.” 

In fact, Orr had contacted CorrectiveS- 
olutions, a private, San Clemente-based 
company. According to its website, it han¬ 
dles bad-check cases for 140 district attor¬ 
ney’s offices nationwide, jurisdictions that 
oversee 65 million people, from Colorado 
to Florida, Michigan to Washington. 

Consider it the privatizing of justice. 
Instead of investigating bad-check com¬ 
plaints, prosecutors simply pass them 
along to CorrectiveSolutions. The com¬ 
pany then uses official DA letterhead 
to threaten jail time if consumers don’t 
pay up. CorrectiveSolutions also runs 
the “voluntary” financial-accountability 
classes, and prosecutors get a cut of the 
profits while barely lifting a finger. The 
entire system runs on a one-size-fits-all 
presumption of guilt. No one’s bothering 
to investigate whether the check writer 
was working a scam or merely suffering 
from a momentary lapse of mathematics. 

Orr emailed CorrectiveSolutions, say¬ 
ing she’d be happy to repay the $91, plus 
a $50 fee. But she wanted to skip the 
“voluntary” class. She simply couldn’t 
afford it. 

CorrectiveSolutions didn’t respond— 
and the threatening letters kept coming. 

“When no one wrote me back, I’d 
had it,” Orr says. “I’d tried everything, 
even calling the district attorney’s office 
directly. No one could help me. I just 
don’t see how this is right or even legal.” 

D ebtors’ prisons were outlawed in 
1833, when America decided it 
was counterproductive—as well as 
a waste of time and money—to imprison 
people for being broke. Despite myth 
to the contrary, most people avoid bills 
simply because they can’t pay them, not 
because they’re on the make. 

“There was a [federal] study done 
in 1974 about why people didn’t pay 
their debts,” says Bob Hobbs, deputy 
director of the National Consumer Law 
Center. “And the number of people who 
could but didn’t pay their debts was 0.4 
percent.... The most typical reasons 
were they lost their jobs, got divorced. 
Some overspent, but were encouraged 
to. Others got cheated, and so on and so 
forth. Some people had even died. It’s 
not right, but it’s life. And it’s the cost of 
doing business.” 

So Congress passed the Fair Debt Col¬ 



lection Practices Act in 1978, barring 
collections agencies from threatening jail 
time and deceiving consumers. 

“We have members that collect on 
behalf of the government, from federal 
student loans to meter fines,” says Mark 
Schiffman of the Association of Credit 
and Collection Professionals, the indus¬ 
try’s largest trade association. “We can’t 
put the logo of a government agency on 
our letterhead. We can’t say we’re from 
the Department of Education. We have to 
say we’re ABC,’ a company working on 
behalf of the Department of Education.” 

Yet Congress created a loophole in 2006, 
granting what amounts to immunity from 
deception charges for collection agencies 
working on behalf of law enforcement. 

CorrectiveSolutions paid handsomely 
for the bill. Between 2003 and 2006, the 
company spent more than $660,000 on 
lobbying. It also slathered donations on 
key senators such as Christopher Dodd 
(D-Connecticut), who would later leave 
office after accepting a sweetheart deal 


from a mortgage company. The exemp¬ 
tion essentially allowed such companies 
as CorrectiveSolutions, BounceBack 
and Check Diversion Program to oper¬ 
ate above the law. They can send out 
notices on DA letterhead, threaten peo¬ 
ple with jail time and rake in upward 
of $200 in fines per person. And it’s all 
perfectly legal. 

“While the rest of us are playing by the 
rules, they aren’t,” Schiffman says. 

Consumer advocates and legal experts 
were naturally horrified. ‘You don’t hand 
out guns and badges to just anyone,” says 
Adam Levin, former consumer-affairs 
commissioner of New Jersey. “And this 
is effectively creating a gun-and-badge 
situation for people who frankly not only 
don’t deserve it, but also have a long his¬ 
tory of abusing it.” 

Paul Arons, a Washington state 
consumer-rights lawyer, agrees. What’s 
startling, he says, isn’t the shady tactics 
of companies such as CorrectiveSolu¬ 
tions; it’s the fact that district attorneys.

charged with protecting the public good, 
are abetting the deception. “Check collec¬ 
tors have a long history of running scams 
such as pretending they’ll have people 
arrested or that they are with govern¬ 
ment agencies,” he says. “I was shocked 
to find out that prosecutors were actually 
authorizing check collectors to do this in 
district attorneys’ names.” 

Congress did include a small caveat 
in the 2006 bill that was supposed to 
protect citizens. “The prosecutor must 
determine that probable cause exists to 
charge a person with a crime before the 
program sends the letter,” Levin says. 
Unfortunately, they’re universally blow¬ 
ing this off. 

Take the Riverside County DA’s office. 
Chief Deputy Vicki Hightower says her 
program is meant to target bad-check 
writers who intend to defraud victims, 
not well-meaning people who acciden¬ 
tally bounce a check. “We understand the 
concerns people have,” Hightower says. 
“That’s why we review the checks before 
they go to CorrectiveSolutions. And while 
the correspondence that goes out has 
our logo, it does say that the program is 
administered by a third-party vendor.” 

Yet her words don’t appear to match 
the facts on the ground. In order to open 
a bad-check case in Riverside County, 
merchants only need to provide the check 
writer’s information, along with the 
assurance they tried contacting them at 
least once. But its own records show it is 
routinely threatening jail time for people 
who’ve done nothing criminal. During the 
first 10 months of 2012, CorrectiveSolu¬ 
tions sent out 8,973 letters on the county’s 
behalf. Just 23 of those cases were 
deemed worthy of prosecution. 

Florida’s Miami-Dade County is even 
more lax. There, merchants’ complaints 
go directly to CorrectiveSolutions, which 
then decides which ones merit prosecu¬ 
tion. “Our office has set the intake cri¬ 
teria for checks to be accepted into the 
program,” says Assistant State Attorney 
Marie Jo Toussaint. “This criteria insures 
that only checks that have violated our 
Florida statutes are eligible for this pre¬ 
arrest diversion program.” 

Again, the records say otherwise. Of 
the 1,863 cases opened by CorrectiveSo¬ 
lutions, only 106 were actually filed in 
criminal court. 

“There is no question that defrauding 
someone is a crime,” says Kara Dansky, 
an ACLU lawyer. “But in these circum¬ 
stances, there is no evidence that’s what 
happened. People could have written 
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a check on accident, with no intent to 
defraud. But the DA isn’t investigating 
that_Instead, debt-collection compa¬ 

nies are using the auspices of the DA’s 
office to threaten someone with jail when 
there is no investigation.” 

C orrectiveSolutions had good 
reason to buy immunity from 
Congress. At the time, the indus¬ 
try was losing one class-action lawsuit 
after another. 

In 2004, Kristy Schwarm was a stay- 
at-home mother of five, with another 
child on the way. Over the course of one 
week, the Ukiah mom wrote a check to 
Walmart for $69.26 and one to Food- 
Maxx for $83.41, as well as made an ATM 
withdrawal, according to court records. 
Unfortunately, the ATM withdrawal 
overdrew her account, racking up seven 
rejected checks and 21 overdraft fees 
totaling $560. 

“It had a snowball effect, leaving 
the account continually overdrawn, 
even though I made several deposits,” 
Schwarm says in court documents. Her 
bank erased most of the fees. 

But a few months later, Schwarm 
received a letter from the Mendocino 
County district attorney. She had been 
accused of fraud and was ordered to 
repay the checks, along with penalties 
and a “diversion fee.” 

“I was in a panic,” Schwarm said in 


not investigated me or considered filing 
charges against me,” she said. 

Meanwhile, the letters kept coming, 
threatening her with arrest. She eventu¬ 
ally became part of a class-action lawsuit 
filed by Arons, the civil-rights lawyer, 
against the company’s owner, Henry 
Craighead. The suit claimed that District 
Attorney Technical Services illegally 
disguised itself as a government entity in 
order to extort penalties and fees. In 2011, 
a federal court awarded 36,000 victims 
nearly $750,000 in damages. 

But it was too late. That same year, 
Craighead declared bankruptcy him¬ 
self and only paid $160,000. He’s now 
retired and living comfortably in Ore¬ 
gon, says Arons. 

“That’s what they do,” Arons says. 
“Whenever we win one of these cases, 
they declare bankruptcy in order to 
avoid paying out damages. It’s abso¬ 
lutely maddening.” 

The exact same thing had happened 
a year earlier, when Arons won a similar 
suit against American Corrective Coun¬ 
seling Services. A federal court ruled that, 
despite the company’s claims of immu¬ 
nity, it had misrepresented itself, made 
false threats of prosecution and charged 
exorbitant penalties. 

Once again, Arons’ clients were unable 
to collect on their victory. American Cor¬ 
rective also declared bankruptcy, saying it 
couldn’t repay investors—despite having

court documents. “I had never been in 
trouble with the law before.... I assumed 
that I must be in a lot of trouble if I was 
getting a letter from the district attorney 
that I could be arrested.” 

Schwarm called the number on the 
letter, assuming she was speaking with 
someone from the DA’s office. She prom¬ 
ised to pay as soon as she could. But 
with her husband out of work and eight 
mouths to feed, she just kept falling fur¬ 
ther behind. A year later, she still hadn’t 
paid her debts. The letters and phone 
calls kept coming. 

Then she was pulled over in a traf¬ 
fic stop with her six kids in the car. 
Schwarm was sure it had to do with the 
letters. “I was terrified. I thought... 
my children were going to see me get 
handcuffed and taken away,” she said. “I 
was giving my children instructions on 
calling their father to come pick them 
up when I found out I was just being 
warned for not coming to a complete 
stop at an intersection.” 

By that point, she was so deep in debt 
that she filed for bankruptcy. Only after 
she consulted an attorney did she dis¬ 
cover it wasn’t the DA sending her all 
those letters. It was an Arkansas com¬ 
pany called District Attorney Technical 
Services. “The real district attorney had 


amassed $47 million in fees over the pre¬ 
vious four years. 

A few months later, it was back in busi¬ 
ness, re-formed as CorrectiveSolutions 
and “free and clear” of all liability, accord¬ 
ing to court records. And today, it’s the 
biggest bad-check collector of them all. 

M ike Wilhelms is president and 
CEO of CorrectiveSolutions. 

His Linkedin profile boasts a 
photo of a fresh-faced surfer in charge 
of more than 200 employees. His biggest 
customers are the DAs of Los Angeles, 

San Bernardino, Riverside and Orange 
counties, the latter of which signed a 
two-year contract in 2011. All are within 
driving distance of his palm-tree-lined 
headquarters in San Clemente, where it’s 
clear business is booming. 

Consumer-rights lawyers estimate 
the company sends out around 2 million 
letters annually. (The company did not 
respond to repeated interview requests.) 
The CorrectiveSolutions website does its 
best to imply it’s an arm of law enforce¬ 
ment. A slideshow gently fades in and out 
with statements about “holding offenders 
accountable for their actions.” An inter¬ 
active map shows its 140 contracts with 
DAs nationwide.

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Nowhere does it say that most of these 
“offenders” have never been investigated 
or formally charged with a crime. 

The site boasts dozens of quotes from 
pleased prosecutors, who sing praises of 
reduced caseloads and crime rates. Yet 
Contra Costa District Attorney Robert 
Kochly offers the most telling endorse¬ 
ment, noting he’s grateful for “more rev¬ 
enue to my office.” 

District attorneys don’t pay a cent for 
CorrectiveSolutions’ services. Instead, 
the company pays them to run bad-check 
programs. All a prosecutor must do is 
hand over official letterhead, along with 


nection and makes no bones that generat¬ 
ing fees is mission one. 

“Is your program suffering from 
diminishing checks?” asks the com¬ 
pany’s website. “Visit Check Connec¬ 
tion to learn how you can substantially 
increase the number of checks in your 
bad-check program.” 

The site offers examples from places 
such as Palm Beach County, Florida, 
which switched to BounceBack in 2006 
after “merchants and other victims were 
complaining that they felt intimidated by 
the people administering the program. 
Check writers complained of strong-arm 
collection tactics.” 

Since then. Palm Beach has “passed the 
$1.5 million mark.” 

BounceBack won’t discuss its business 
practices, believing it has been unfairly

a list of bad-check writers and a bit of 
“case criteria.” 

Between 2005 and 2008, Los Angeles 
County raked in more than $1 million. 
Miami-Dade made more than $375,000. 

When asked whether Miami-Dade’s 
program was little more than a mon¬ 
eymaking scheme, Toussaint balks. 
“Diverting such cases out of the crim¬ 
inal-justice system gives an individual 
with no prior record an opportunity 
to avoid having a criminal record,” she 
says. “It makes the victim receiver of the 
worthless check whole, and it is done 
with no cost to the taxpaying citizens of 
our community. Pretrial diversion pro¬ 
grams also allow the courts to focus on 
other types of criminal activity.” 

But while prosecutors claim they use 
collection agencies to decrease casel¬ 
oads, some companies actually promise 
to expand them—for the sole purpose of 
generating more money. 

Take BounceBack, the industry’s sec¬ 
ond-largest player. It owns Check Con- 


vilified by the media. “The press usually 
doesn’t take anything we say seriously, 
so we’ve begun to decline to make com¬ 
ments,” says company vice president 
Gale Krieg. 

Still, prosecutors eagerly rise to the 
industry’s defense. 

“They’re not just some debt-collection 
company,” Louis Alvarez, head of the Los 
Angeles County DA’s check program, says 
of CorrectiveSolutions. “What they are 
doing is trying to help us recoup money 
for victims.” 

The real victims, at least in Alvarez’s 
mind, aren’t math-challenged consum¬ 
ers, but merchants who lose more than 
$120 billion annually to bad checks, 
according to the Federal Reserve. He 
argues that CorrectiveSolutions is simply 
helping his overburdened and under¬ 
funded office get restitution—while 
“rehabilitating” check writers who are 
likely guilty of fraud. 

“We do get people who made a mis¬ 
take, he says, “but a good majority of 
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the students who take our class say they 
just procrastinated and didn’t intend 
to pay until they saw the mail from the 
DA’s office.” 

Yet once again, internal records dis¬ 
pel any notion of rampant criminality. 

In 2011, CorrectiveSolutions sent out 
33,202 letters on behalf of LA County. 
Fewer than 1 percent of those cases were 
actually recommended for prosecution. 
“They’ve prosecuted more glue sniffers 
than bad-check writers in a lot of these 
counties,” Arons says. “This is not an 
overwhelming problem. The feds keep 
stats on this, and only one in every 200 


But by ridding themselves of a head¬ 
ache, they’re creating a new one for con¬ 
sumers, who are presumed guilty with¬ 
out investigation or chance of appeal. 

That’s the basic sentiment of Ed 
Griffith, spokesman for the Miami-Dade 
Office of the State Attorney. He believes 
that if a check writer ignores contact 
by a merchant, that’s proof enough of a 
crime. “Your failure to make good on that 
check is an issue of intent,” he says. “The 
opportunity to make good and not take 
advantage of that opportunity speaks to 
your attitude.” 

Griffith argues that even innocent

checks doesn’t clear. And of those, about 
half clear on redeposit, so we’re talking 
about 0.5 percent of all checks written.” 

It’s hard to fault prosecutors for rid¬ 
ding themselves of a nuisance. Fraud 
charges require investigations, and most 
prosecutors have nowhere near the 
manpower to handle them, admits Scott 
Burns, executive director of the National 
District Attorneys Association. “The 
real issue is that prosecutors’ offices are, 
almost across the board, underfunded, 
while suffering hiring freezes and, in 
some offices, up to 30 percent cuts in 
personnel,” he says. “The only logical 
thing is to prioritize those cases and 
those issues that are the most important.” 


mistakes merit sentencing to financial- 
accountability class. “Even if someone 
says that their child overdrew their 
account, we believe putting them in a 
diversion program is the right move,” 
he says. 

Yet some believe the classes are just a 
ruse to generate fees. “Their financial- 
responsibility class is nothing more than 
learning how to balance a checkbook,” 
says Adam Levin, New Jersey’s former 
consumer-affairs commissioner. “It’s 
garbage. If people aren’t passing a bad 
check with intent, they shouldn’t be 
going to a class. And if they are, they 
shouldn’t be going to a class; they should

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be going to jail. Don’t tax overburdened 
consumers with a course that is effec¬ 
tively worthless.” 

Dansky agrees. “There are far bet¬ 
ter ways of dealing with the problem,” 
he says. “If the cases are truly base¬ 
less, then the prosecutors shouldn’t be 
involved, period. Merchants can use 
debt collectors directly without getting 
prosecutors involved.” 


J oseph Ridout has a hard time 

believing that so many scam artists 
have chosen careers in bad checks. 
“We believe that very few of the recipi¬ 
ents of these letters intended to defraud 
the merchant,” says Ridout, who works 
for Consumer Action, a San Francisco 
nonprofit. “It’s just people who overdrew 
their checking accounts with a check. 

The curious thing is that it’s a moment 
in time when banks have destigmatized 
overdrawing your account with a debit 
card. What’s the difference?” 

In fact, it was banker scheming that 
landed Carole Hirth in trouble last 
year. More than a dozen major banks 
have paid multimillion-dollar fines 
for reordering purchases and delaying 
deposits solely to generate overdraft 
fees. In Mirth’s case, PNC was holding 
her direct deposits until it withdrew 
her outgoing charges—effectively over¬ 
drafting her account so it could charge 
extra fees. 

She knew none of this at the time she 
wrote a $393.86 check to Dominick’s, a 
Chicago grocery story. The 59-year-old 
was in the hospital being treated for 
Crohn’s disease when the check bounced. 
For some reason, the store never tried to 
redeposit it, which most merchants do. If 
it had, says Hirth, the check would have 
cleared. Instead, the Safeway-owned 
chain sent her a letter. 

“I had been back from the hospital for 
just four days when I checked the mail 
and thought, ‘Oh, my God,”’ she says. 

Hirth went straight to Dominick’s, 
wrote a new check and paid a $35 bounce 
fee. She considered the problem fixed. 
But four months later, she received a 
letter from the Cook County state’s attor¬ 
ney. It said that she’d been accused of 
deceptive practices and that she faced 
up to a year in jail and a $2,500 fine. The 
only way to avoid this fate was to pay 
$649.86, which included penalties and a 
diversion course. 

“I already paid them,” Hirth says. “I 
contacted [the grocery store’s] ethics 
department and said this was just wrong. 
I spend enough money there. I told them 
they should work with me. I told them to 
look up my Safeway card. I’ve been shop¬ 
ping with them for the past 30 years!” 

Safeway said there was nothing it 
could do. She’d have to contact the state 
attorney’s office. Hirth called the 1-800 
number on the letter but got nowhere. 
“They accused me of committing a fraud¬ 
ulent act,” she recalls. “They said that 
if I don’t pay everything and take their 
class, I could be arrested and end up in 
jail. He was very, very mean. I told him 
that I didn’t understand how that could 


happen. I said I’d already handled it, it 
should be cleared up, but he just went on 
and on and on.” 

Hirth wrote another letter to Safeway, 
begging the grocer to contact the pros¬ 
ecutor’s office on her behalf. The letters 
and phone calls kept coming. It wasn’t 
until she got in touch with Arons that she 
discovered she wasn’t being threatened 
by Cook County. It was CorrectiveSolu- 
tions, which has contracts with 21 coun¬ 
ties in Illinois. 

In 2010, yet another class-action suit 
was filed against the company, this time 
on behalf of 600,000 victims in Califor¬ 
nia and Pennsylvania. In November, it 
agreed to pay a $3 million settlement. But 
because the class was so big, each victim 
would receive less than $3. A federal 
court refused the settlement, ordering 
both parties back to negotiations. 

“The litigation has been hard,” says 
Bob Hobbs, deputy director of the 
National Consumer Law Center. “Either 
these companies declare bankruptcy, or 
they just drag these things on forever, 
and no one gets paid.” 

A s the case languishes in court, 
advocates hope Congress will 
finally close the 2006 loophole. 
They received a glimmer of hope in 
October, when President Barack Obama’s 
new Consumer Financial Protection 
Bureau announced it would be oversee¬ 
ing debt collectors, starting this year. 

For the first time in history, the feds will 
require those making more than $10 mil¬ 
lion per year to supply regular reports to 
ensure they’re not deceiving and threat¬ 
ening consumers. 

Still, Moira Vahey, an agency spokes¬ 
woman, declined to comment on how it 
would deal with the bad-check programs. 

For now, the only oversight comes from 
those making money on the deals: the dis¬ 
trict attorneys themselves. And they show 
little interest in policing the industry. 

Take the Minnesota company once 
known as Financial Crimes Services. In 
2009, it was sued for violating the Fair 
Debt Collection Practices Act. The com¬ 
pany agreed to pay $75,000 in penalties 
and court costs. 

Last year, it changed its name to 
Check Diversion Program, and it’s still 
operating throughout Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. “We’re not a debt-collection 
company, but a diversion program,” 
says CEO Scott Adkisson. “We send out 
approved letters. And it’s the DA’s deci¬ 
sion who gets them, not ours. We just 
manage the program.” 

The evidence suggests otherwise. 

In Minnesota’s Goodhue County, the 
program is run by the Red Wing Police 
Department, which referred inquiries 
back to Adkisson. Minnesota Attorney 
General Lori Swanson would not respond 
to interview requests, either. 

Levin believes this lack of oversight 
may be the key to dismantling the pro¬ 
grams: If prosecutors aren’t reviewing 
the cases, collection agencies aren’t 
legally eligible for immunity. 

In the meantime, victims such as Orr, 
Schwarm and Hirth have little recourse 
but to hire lawyers, paying thousands 
to defend themselves for bouncing $50 
checks at the grocery store.

The Real Asian Tapas 

Scraps in Huntington Beach serves Asian small plates with promising, 

if as-yet unfulfilled results

T he first topic of conversation that 
might come up when you go to 
Scraps will probably be the same 
one that came up for us: “Scraps” isn’t the 
greatest name for a restaurant. 

“It’s the same as calling it ‘Leftovers,’” 
one of my tablemates said. 

“Yes, but look at the menu! Kimchi 
waffles and chicken wings!” I exclaimed, 
playing devil’s advocate. 

“Maybe that would’ve been a better 
thing to call it,” he deadpanned. 

We chuckled and recalled how not 
too long ago, we were at another restau¬ 
rant and had a similar exchange. At the 
time, we concluded that “Asian Tapas” 
was a disingenuous title since the place 
turned out to be just another prototypi¬ 
cal Chinese restaurant, albeit a very good 
one. But what Asian Tapas wasn’t Scraps 
Anally is: a restaurant serving Asian-style 
small plates with wine, beer and pitchers 
of sangria. 

It Alls a loungy space with a glowing- 
red “S” as a light flxture and a futuristic 
square-cushioned couch as one choice 
of seating. On the night of our visit, one 
of the owners typed away on a laptop 
at a bar where no one else sat. Maybe 
if Scraps had a full liquor license, the 
scene would’ve been different. The place 
seems as though the bartender should 
be pouring martinis, but right now, the 
restaurant is young and still flnding its 
niche. Its chef, Jamie Ngo, is also young, a 
Le Cordon Bleu grad who lists time spent 
at Bazaar at the SLS, Pasadena’s Ritz- 
Carlton and the Beverly Hills Hotel’s Polo 
Lounge as badges of honor. 

The food is ambitious, world-trotting, 
as though it were cooked by someone try¬ 
ing very hard to live up to her resume and 
prove she learned something at the places 
she has worked. Ngo adds Peruvian can- 
cha to her refreshing octopus ceviche, she 
serves her albacore tartare fashionably on 
Chinese soup spoons, and her sauce rep¬ 
ertoire includes at least four kinds of aioli. 
She stops short of resorting to molecular- 
gastronomic tricks that others who have 
worked at Bazaar have picked up like a 
bad habit. In fact, her best dishes taste 
more like something taught by Mom. The 
short rib bruchetta is particularly great, 
three slices of char-toasted baguette 
forming a platform for shreds of braised 
beef seeped with a Southeast Asian flavor 
that whispers of anise. And her deviled 
quail eggs speak of Ngo’s playfulness. An 
order comes with nine halves, just so she 
can arrange them on the plate in bunches 
of three. As you pick up the diminutive 
things—each one no bigger than a fln- 
gernail and topped with specks of apple 
chutney—you wonder two things: What 
kind of patience does someone have to 
have to All them? And what happened to 




the other half of the last quail egg? 

As you suspected, you’ll spend more 
than usual to get full here. The oysters, 
for instance, are $8 per plate of three, but 
it’ll take as little as a split second to swal¬ 
low the quarter-sized gulp of meat; you’ll 
hardly have time to appreciate the sake 
butter Ngo dabbed on them. The seared 
salmon is her most substantial meal, 
served over a bowl of soba noodles coated 
in an Alfredo-style sauce. But if there 
were a dish I could’ve used less of, it was 
the fried pig’s ear. Even after anticipating 
its crunchy cartilage chew, there’s still 
something vaguely barnyard-y about it. 
Dipping the crunchy breaded sticks into 
roasted-bell-pepper aioli only seemed to 
amplify the funk. 

A better aioli accompanies the coco¬ 
nut-crusted crab cakes, which excel in 
the attribute that all crab cakes from here 
to Maryland are judged on: content. Ngo’s 
are composed almost entirely 
of crab, slightly pan-seared to 
somewhere near lukewarm, 
and served with a tart puddle 
of Thai basil aioli and salad, 
neither of which takes the 
focus off the crab. The same 
can be said of a bowl of creamy 
Dijon from which three jumbo, 
deep-fried shrimp dangled. 

The purposely underpowered 
mustard sauce did its thing, 
cleansing the shrimp of fry 
grease, but without obfuscat¬ 
ing any sweetness. 

There was a bit of uneven¬ 
ness with the soft-shell crab. 

The deep-fried crustacean 
reeked of flshiness, but the 
sweet rice that accompanied 
it was cooked beautifully. Ngo 
then surprised us with the 
latent spiciness of the caramel¬ 
ized cauliflower, but the slices 
of jalapeno that imparted it 
seemed to have picked up 
errant flavors from the fridge. 

And Anally, there were the 
kimchi waffles and chicken 
wings, which, I’m sorry to say, 
didn’t work at all. The wings 
were soggy, the waffles limp, 
and the assumption I held 
going in about Korean flavors 
going well with everything (as Roy Choi’s 
dependable mash-ups seemed to prove) 
went out the window when I tasted the 
kimchi-flavored maple syrup. If I were 
Ngo, I’d suggest, well, scrapping it.

A Drip In Time

M ake sure to take a book when you 
visit Pho Song Hai—may I suggest 
The Iliadot something similarly hefty? 
Because the wait will be long—like, 
reafylong. This is Little Saigon's current 
hot spot for pho, so lines are inevitable, 
and downtime here means each of the 12 
tables in the dive is filled. And even when 
you finally get the chance to sit down, 
the wait to merely place your order can 
stretch to 10 or 15 minutes—and even 
after you place it, it'll take a good 15 to 20 
minutes to get your bowl of chicken pho. 
It's not that the waitstaff is incompetent, 
or even that the restaurant is slammed 
(although it's definitely the latter); it's just 
that Pho Song Hai's signature dish takes 
time, which is necessary to indulge in the 
best chicken pho in Orange County not 
made at Pho Dakao. 

In one very particular way, however, 
Pho Song Hai wins OC's pho ga wars. 

It prepares its chicken Hai Nam style, 
meaning the bird is poached, then 
refrigerated, then served cold on a plate 
separate from the pho, skin and bone and 
all. The skin turns into jellied layers of fat; 
the flesh is shockingly milky, smooth and 
wonderful. It comes with a ginger nuoc 
mam so thick it's almost like applesauce, 
reeking and electric. That's house-made, 
along with a hot sauce I've never seen 
anywhere else in Little Saigon: made 
from Thai bird peppers, the concoction is 
orange-red, slightly oily and has a decep¬ 
tive burn that accentuates the ginger 
nuoc mam to make the best tag team 
since the Hart Foundation. 

And then you get to the actual pho: 
noodles soft and steaming, broth redolent 
of schmaltz, the herb plate ready to add 
its sweetness, spiciness and astringency. 
Pho Song Hai's default plate is a full 
chicken breast, but most tables also order 
a drumstick, the better to gnaw on its 
chilly brilliance; more adventurous pal¬ 
ates also order a side of chicken gizzards 
and liver, earthy and fabulous. You can 
also orderthe Hai Nam chicken with rice, 
which is cooked in the bird's broth. But 
Song Hai's chicken pho is so fabulous, so 
worth waiting a minimum of half an hour 
only to slurp it up in 10 minutes that not 
ordering it is akin to reading the Iliad but 
quitting before the Trojan Horse. 

And to wash the pho down? Cafe 
sua da, of course. It's brewed from an 
impromptu French drip filter, a huge thing 
that slowly empties into a plastic pitcher; 
the stuff is so powerful and will get you so 
wired that time becomes a mere speck in 
the big bowl of pho that is the universe.

The three-item 
combination of a shredded-beef taco, a 
chile relleno and a pork tamale. Still an 
old-school fave, only now it comes with 
several Cadillac margaritas. Oh, yeah! 
What beer and desserts might you feature? 
At LinX, we will feature an ever-evolv¬ 
ing and revolving list of 12 draft beers 
from Belgium, Germany 
and American craft 
brews, as well as 24 
beers in the bottle. 

Think Duvel, Paulaner 
and the Bruery. Des¬ 
serts will include a 
freshly baked oatmeal 
cookie, an apple stru¬ 
del ice-cream sand¬ 
wich with salted cara¬ 
mel sauce, and freshly 
made doughnut holes 
with Belgian chocolate 
ganache and “crack.”

What is your beverage of choice?

I have been cooking for about three 
decades. I have been fortunate to work 
with some amazingly talented chefs, 
including Suzette Gresham Tognetti of 
Aquerello and Cindy Paulsen at Roti, both 
in San Francisco.

What was doing Uncommon Monday at 
Three Seventy Common like? 

It was great fun. Ryan Adams has a great 
thing going on there. The idea of show¬ 
casing local chefs on a normally dark 
night is genius. I had the chance to work 
with some of my best friends and family 
in a great space. Big ups to Mitch Gillan, 
Jared Cook and Craig Connole. 

Do you still plan on having upward of 30 
house-made toppings? 

Hell, yes—30 toppings and condiments 
all made in-house with local ingredients. 


Good stuff such as smoked-onion relish, 
green-tomato chow chow, and bacon- 
and-blue-cheese aioli. And don’t forget 
the fritessaus. 

Favorite places to eat: 

El Rincon Chilango and Honda Ya, and 
Zuni Cafe [in San Francisco]. 

What can we expect from LinX that’s dif¬ 
ferent from Wurstkuche in LA? 

Besides everything? Wurstkuche was 
an inspiration for LinX, but my idea 
expanded from there. Don’t get me 
wrong: Wurstkuche is fucking fantastic. 
If you haven’t been there, you need to go. 
I prefer the original on Traction Avenue 
in downtown LA. I wanted to not only 
serve sausages and fries and good beer, 
but I had to give it my personal twist. At 
LinX, I am paying homage to some of the 
greatest dogs from around the country, 
even the world. I have my versions of 
such classics as the Chicago Dawg, the 
Coney Dog, the Ripper, a New York Dirty 
Water Dog, even Currywurst. We have 
sourced all our ingredients from local 
artisans who are truly passionate about

T he good hawkers at a farmers' market 
have a way of luring you closer to hear 
their pitch. I would have walked past Sola 
Jams at the SoCo Farmers Market and its 
selection of freshly-canned fruit preserves if 
not for that. 

At its booth, Sola samples six or so varieties 
of hand-jarred preserves in traditional, as well 
as inventive, flavor combinations. Irresistible 
Strawberry, spiked with balsamic vinegar, 
tastes straightforward yet special at the same 
time. Thickened only with the fruit's natural 
pectin and a little bit of sugar, this homemade 
fruit preserve has a looser, juicier consistency 
than store-bought jams gelled with a ton of 
added sugar and pectin. This loose, juicy style 
of jam studded with chunks of fruit carries 
over to the other flavors. Seductive Peach 


sings sweet yet lemon-tart with a Persian lilt 
of rosewater lifting the finish. Cheeky Jala- 
peho Kiwi adds heat to the fruit's sweet acid; it 
would pair just great with a rich cheese plate 
or savory meat entree. Pucker Up Berries 
combines whatever berries are in season into 
a delicious purple drizzle that'll end up drip¬ 
ping on the kitchen counter, your shirt or your 
forearm, making those surfaces fair game for 
the Five-Second Rule With Tongue. Don't ask 
me how I know these things. 

Sola cooks all of its preserves, salsas and 
sauces in Santa Ana, and it sells directly to 
consumers at nearly 20 Orange County farm¬ 
ers' markets. Its schedule can be found at 
solajam.blogspot.com.

Old Speckled Hen 
at the Olde Ship 

I hate English pubs. No, that's a lie; I love 
English pubs. I hate what Americans think 
English pubs are. My fellow countrymen all 
seem to think a pub is a sort of hobbit house 
with alcohol: dank places with tons of dark 
little cubbies in which to hide, waitstaff who 
learned British accents from Kevin Costner, 
and clueless Americans who go up and say, 
"I'll have a beer, please." (Okay, that last part 
happens in actual English pubs, too. Learn 
your beers, fellow Americans, and order a pint 
of bitter or mild or lager or stout.) I seem 
always to live within stum¬ 
bling distance of one of 
these ridiculous cari¬ 
catures of an English 
local, and yet I can't tell 
you any of their names 
because they're all 
completely interchange¬ 
able; I call them all the 
Dog and Bollocks. 

The Olde Ship in Santa 
Ana is the first one of these 
bits o' Blighty that gets to 
keep its name; it's the closest 
approximation to an actual 
English pub I've seen since 
coming to the West Coast. 


The English bartender is actually English; 
the American bartender doesn't pretend to be 
English. It's a bright, convivial place, even if 
the extraneous E on the sign makes me want 
to get out a belt sander a la Lynne Truss and 
the decor is haute shippewrecke. The service 
is wonderful, the bartender shakes your hand, 
and he knows howto pull a pint—a dying skill 
among bartenders. 

There's Scotch and a full bar if you 
want it, but you go to your local for beer. 
The Olde Ship has a couple of unusual 
ales and the usual assortment of British 
national brands (Boddingtons, Newcastle, 
Strong's cider, etc.), but it also has a nitro 
tap that dispenses Old Speckled Hen, an 
ale from Oxfordshire. 

THE DRINK 

It's a beautiful beer, as far from 
American light lagers as it's 
possible to get. The Hen has 
had its (strictly metaphorical) 
bollocks cut off in recent years, 
going from 5.2 percent ABV to 4.5 
percent after it was bought out by 
the Greene King brewery, but the 
taste hasn't changed dramatically, 
and there's nothing like a nitro tap 
for a beautiful, dense head.

Cyclo Noodles seeks to mainstream Cambodian soup 

and just might get there

ong Beach is neither Little Saigon 
nor Thai Town, so its lack of fast- 
casual soup-and-noodles-only 
establishments comes as little surprise. 
The city is, however, a college town filled 
with starving students craving afford¬ 
able comfort food, so it seems a little odd 
Cyclo Noodles took so long to arrive. 

Taking over a former It’s a Grind 
location in the Staples shopping center 
on the corner of Pacific Coast Highway 
and Ximeno, Cyclo Noodles opened 
last year. I discovered the somewhat- 
hidden locale on another food venture 
with Cambodia Town ambassador 
praCh Ly, who told me his friend (is 
there anyone that guy doesn't know?) 
started it with the intention of mak¬ 
ing Thai, Cambodian and Vietnamese 
soups approachable to to the masses. 
Though the soup assembly line (a la 
Chipotle) that praCh mentioned still 
looks a long way off, Cyclo Noodles has 
a simple, easy-to-navigate menu of vari¬ 
ous traditional soups and dishes from 
around Southeast Asia, each selling for 
less than $6. 

Since Vietnamese pho is found more 
often than other Asian soup options, I’ve 
been sticking with the more intriguing 
Cambodian noodle soups. My choices 
have been made even easier by a friendly 
staff more than willing to help a gabacha 
navigate through the options. Broth for 
Cambodian soups differs from Vietnam-

at OC Baking Co. and Paddy Glennon of 
Europa Specialty Sausage. They do their 
job so well it’s really up to me to just not 
fuck up their hard work. 

Weirdest customer request: 

When I was a chef at Oysters restaurant 
in Corona del Mar, one of my servers 
came to me with a customer request for a 
New York steak “extra-well-done,” burnt 
to a crisp.... She said he told her, “If it’s 
not burnt enough, I will send it back until 
it is!” I cooked the shit out of that poor, 
defenseless steak... and no, it didn’t 
come back. 

Where did you grow up? 

I was born and raised in Newport Beach. 
We were the first divorced family in Har¬ 
bor View; it was my mom and me and my 
two brothers, known to many a housewife 
as “the Brandon Brats.” I moved out on 
my own when I was 17.1 couldn’t wait to 
get out of OC. I spent some years in LA, 
and then about a decade in San Francisco. 
Never thought I’d be back behind the 


ese pho broth in that it’s made from both 
beef and pork instead of just beef, giving 
it a slightly darker color and richer fla¬ 
vor. The Phnom Penh Noodle ($5.45) is a 
giant helping of it fllled with every kind 
of cheap-to-keep-on-hand pig and sea 
meat imaginable, from sliced pork to flsh 
balls and crab legs. Alongside the dish 
is a large piece of ja-kwai twin bread, 
a light, fluffy Cambodian sweet bread 
eaten either dry or (my preference) drip¬ 
ping with absorbed soup juices. 

Though not the most hole-in-the-wall 
example of Thai Boat Noodle, Cycle’s has 
enough tripe, tendon and beef balls to 
make it worth the meager $5.75 price tag. 
The traditional offset tartness is lacking 
in lieu of a savory, sugary sweetness. The 
broth is beef-based with a slew of differ¬ 
ent spices (and some blood), making it 
dark brown and full of latent spiciness, 
earning it the affectionate nickname of 
“pho on crack.” 

With flu season here and the return 
of unreasonably cold weather mak¬ 
ing soup the daily meal of choice, 

Cyclo Noodles has become a frequent 
stop. Between its various liquid-based 
options and tempting vermicelli sal¬ 
ads (try the Bank Song and load up on 
the Cyclo Sauce), there’s no reason we 
won’t start seeing more of these sleek 
bike-themed places bringing approach¬ 
able Southeast Asian grub to the West¬ 
ern masses. Pound asphalt, ShopHouse!

Burning 

Bright 

Werner Herzog helps 
out the excellent 
Happy People

C alling Happy People: A Year In the 
Taiga a Werner Herzog film is akin 
to calling the dozen books with 
James Patterson’s name on them released 
in 2012 novels written by James Patterson. 
It simply isn’t so in the traditional sense, 
though in this case, the end product isn’t 
some fake groundout by subordinates. 

Herzog came onboard as a co-director 
only after all of this arresting documen¬ 
tary’s footage of life in Siberia had been 
shot. The story goes that Herzog caught 
a glimpse of it on a neighbor’s TV. 
Impressed by the subarctic landscapes, 
at once both spare and grand, and the 
not-quite-of-this-century life of the lead 
subject, stoic trapper Gennady Soloviev, 
Herzog tracked down the existing direc¬ 
tor, Dmitry Vasyukov. Herzog’s offer: to 
take the four hours of finished film and 
cut a movie out of it. 

That’s not far from what the crafts¬ 
men Vasyukov has filmed do to Siberia’s 


trees, which, with careful axing, they 
shape into traps, canoes, skis, even repel¬ 
lent for the mosquitoes that percolate 
about each body in the summer like hic¬ 
cup bubbles around comic-strip drunks. 
Vasyukov accepted, and here we have 
Werner Herzog’s and Dmitry Vasyukov’s 
Happy People. If that’s what it takes to 
get this remarkable footage onto screens 
worldwide, so be it, and let’s applaud 
Herzog for using his name for good. 

Happy People tours us through one 
season cycle in the life of a trapper in 
the Siberian town of Bakhta, population 
300. We follow Soloviev through the for¬ 
ested vastness; he putters over the frozen 
Yenisei River with a husky leashed to his 
snowmobile. It’s spring. Soloviev checks 
his traps, explains how to select wood 
for ski-making, tells us there’s easy game 
to be had because the crust atop the 
snowdrifts isn’t strong enough for moose 
to walk on without falling through and 
struggling to move. These scenes will 
inspire many viewers to imagine a go at 
this fat-of-the-land life. Building a trap 
for sable, Soloviev explains he’s doing it 
the same way his Siberian grandparents 
had; other than that snowmobile, a chain 
saw and the plastic he wraps around 
trees to keep mice from getting at the 
food he stores up in the boughs, he could 
be toiling under the rule of the czars. 

Then comes summer with its abun¬ 
dance: fish, vegetables, daylight for 20 
hours at a time. Happy People’s structure 
is that of 1,000 nature documentaries, 
but its immersive patience is rare, as is 
its commitment to showing us the taiga 
as its residents see it. Instead of sweep¬ 


ing vistas, seen from the eye of God or 
Richard Attenborough, Vasyukov gives 
us what Soloviev and his fellow trap¬ 
pers see—and have to deal with. The 
Yenisei thaws, the current takes hold, 
and fishermen have to tug their dugouts 
against it with ropes. We’re shown a 
reindeer swimming across, its mighty 
antlers just dipping into the water. The 
moment reads at first as an establish¬ 
ing shot, stock footage or something the 
crew tracked down to demonstrate it’s 


Herzog narrates. Doing so, the 
great German director gets to 
say the kinds of things viewers 
of his previous films might 
expect he is always saying, such 
as “All provisions here must be 
secured against bears.” 

springtime. But then there’s a ruckus, 
and a dog tears into the water, and the 
camera turns just enough for us to see 
it’s actually in Soloviev’s canoe. That 
reindeer had just been passing, and now 
it’s being hunted. 

Herzog narrates. Doing so, the great 
German director gets to say the kinds 
of things viewers of his previous films— 
Woyzeck, Grizzly Man, Encounters At 
the End of the World—might expect he 
is always saying, such as “All provisions 
here must be secured against bears.” 

The year passes quickly, with fes¬ 
tivals in town, a harvest and prepara¬ 


tions for the long winter, when the 
Fahrenheit scrapes down to 50 below 
zero. The most interesting passages 
concern work—the process of splitting 
a tree—and dogs, who are never just 
companion animals. Soloviev complains 
about a “freeloader” dog who no longer 
works; another old dog is likened to a 
“pensioner,” and Soloviev promises, “I’ll 
keep feeding him as long as he is alive,” 
which to Western ears sounds like what 
you’re just supposed to do. Later, dis¬ 
playing little emotion but apparently 
shaken, Soloviev tells a heartbreaker of 
a story about his favorite dog going up 
against a bear. 

Soloviev’s world is presented simply, 
with little comment, at a pace at which 
viewers can sink in it and feel the place. 
Vasyukov’s digital photography is some¬ 
what muddy, with objects and crea¬ 
tures blurring against the backgrounds. 
This is especially apparent toward the 
end, when winter has hit and Soloviev, 
gathering trapped sable, picks his way 
though snow-bent branches and harsh 
white horizons. A yellowish aura sur¬ 
rounds him at times, a testament to the 
expenses that were spared. It’s fitting 
that this film of people making do with 
what they have should itself look some¬ 
what humble, without lyricism, a work 
not of beauty but of work—which is the 
thing that makes it beautiful, no matter 
who directed it.

BROKEN CITY Prodigious early success 
has hung like a sword of Damocles

From Hell, 
brought a sprawling, Altmanesque 
social panorama to the Jack the 
Ripper story). Now Allen Hughes has 
gone solo, and the result is an even 
bigger letdown: a flaccid, poor man's 
Chinatown starring Russell Crowe as a 
New York City mayor campaigning for 
re-election and MarkWahIberg as the 
disgraced ex-cop turned private eye 
hired to spy on the mayor's adulterous 
wife (Catherine Zeta-Jones). Nothing is 
quite as it seems—unless, of course, 
you've ever seen a movie about big-city 
political corruption before—and soon 
the naive Wahiberg finds himself the 
magic ingredient in an insidious brew of 
billion-dollar real-estate deals and cold¬ 
blooded murder. Almost but not quite 
silly enough to work as camp—this 
ex-cop's girlfriend tries to make it as 
an "indie film" star— Broken City slogs 
through such fatigued plot "twists" 
as having one character confess to 
another without realizing he's being 
recorded. The actors look generally 
unhappy to be here, most of all Crowe, 
who seems even more miserable than 
he did in Les Miserables. (R) Scott 
Foundas.

ARGO Set amid the 1979-1980 Iran hos¬ 
tage crisis, Argo, Ben Affleck's third 
directorial effort, is a "gritty" histori¬ 
cal drama overwhelmed by its love of 
Hollywood as an inventor of imaginary 
narratives with real consequences, 
a great generator of American bed¬ 
time stories whose magic works on 
suburban kids and foreign enemies 
alike. After an Iranian Revolution for 
Dummies Prologue, the movie proper 
begins with the November 4,1979, 
attack on the U.S. embassy in Tehran. 
While 52 Americans are held hostage, 
six embassy workers manage to 
escape, ultimately hiding out at the 
home of Canadian ambassador Ken 
Taylor (Victor Garber). Determined to 
smuggle the houseguests out of Iran 
by disguising them as a film crew on a

Regency SOUTH COAST VILLAGE 1561W. Sunflower Ave 
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location scout, CIA exfiltration expert 
Tony Mendez (Affleck) enlists the help 
of John Chambers (John Goodman), a 
movie makeup artist, and Lester Siegel 
(Alan Arkin), an old-school producer 
Chambers pulls off the lifetime-achieve¬ 
ment circuit to give the "production" 
credibility. (In real life. Chambers 
won an Oscar for Planet of the Apes; 
Siegel is a composite). Between hokey 
wisecracks ribbing industry idiocy, the 
trio seizes on a dusty script for a Star 
Wars rip off called Argo. The great 
movies of the period Argo depicts, 
even period pieces, were about the 
American experience in the moment 
they were made. Argo doesn't reflect 
who we are now so much as it argues 
for what Hollywood can be. It's an 
embodiment of the kind of quality adult 
film that really shouldn't be an endan¬ 
gered species, and a love letter from 
Affleck to the industry that made him, 
shunned him, and loves nothing more 
than to be loved. (R) Karina Longworth.

BARBARA Set in East Germany in 1980, 
Christian Petzold's superb Barbara is 
a transfixing Cold War thriller made 
even more vivid by its subtle overlay of 
the golden-era "woman's picture," the 
woman in question being Dr. Barbara 
Wolff, brilliantly played by Nina Hoss in 
her fifth film with the writer/director. Yet 
Petzold intricately retools genre rather 
than slavishly adheres to it, using famil¬ 
iar templates to offer fresh perspectives 
on historical rifts and wounds. We first 
see Barbara—lean, rigid, remote— 
stepping off a bus a mere minute before 
beginning her new job at a pediatric 
hospital in a province in the German 
Democratic Republic. Previously 
employed at a prestigious clinic in 
Berlin, she has been reassigned to the 
boonies as punishment for applying 
for an exit visa. "She won't even be 
one second early," Stasi agent Klaus 
(Rainer Bock) says to Andre (Ronald 
Zehrfeld), the hospital's burly head phy¬ 
sician, as both men stare at the blond 
M.D. from a window two stories above. 
Klaus and his state-security goons 
appear at Barbara's doorstep or linger 
in parked cars outside her apartment 
building intermittently, just long enough 
so that their reign of terror sticks in the 
mind without overwhelming the movie. 
Tense and impeccably plotted, Barbara 
is punctuated by indelible details and 
builds to an act of enormous sacrifice 
that links our heroine to the great 
maternal altruists of '30s and '40s cin¬ 
ema whose names also served as film 
titles (Stella Dallas, Mildred Pierce). 

But unlike those martyrs, Barbara's 
action is impelled not by masochism or 
self-abnegation but by a sense of duty 
both to herself and her vocation. (Not 
Rated) Melissa Anderson. Edwards

DJANGO UNCHAINED After the ebul¬ 
lient Holocaust fantasia Inglourious 
Basterds, Quentin Tarantino takes his 
whole blood-spattered historical tent 
show on the road, this time putting 


down stakes in antebellum Dixieland. 
Jamie Foxx stars as the captured run¬ 
away slave of the title, given his free¬ 
dom by an unlikely savior: a German- 
American bounty hunter (Basterds 
Oscar-winner Christoph Waltz) who 
trains Django to become his partner. 
Together, they make their way toward 
a sprawling Mississippi plantation 
known as Candyland, where Django's 
estranged bride, Broomhilda (Kerry 
Washington), lies in wait, under the 
thumb of a foppish master (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) and his septuagenarian 
house slave (the astonishing Samuel L. 
Jackson). Wagnerian hellfire ensues, 
though Tarantino's true reference point 
is a century of Hollywood cinema's 
failure to engage with the ugly realities 
of the "peculiar institution," from Gone 
With the Wind to Spielberg's Lincoln. 
Some high-minded critics and cultural 
arbiters still can't bring themselves to 
take Tarantino seriously as an intel¬ 
lectual, but like all of the best pop art, 
Django Unchained is both seriously 
entertaining and seriously thoughtful, 
rattling the cage of race in America 
on-screen and off. (R) Scott Foundas. 
Countywide. 

FLIGHT The yammering about "Oscar 
gold" and Denzel Washington's poten¬ 
tial three-peat will soon reach a deaf¬ 
ening pitch, but such noise can only 
embarrass a fine character study like 
Flight, whose prevailing tone is a heavy 
melancholy. The mood is there from 
the opening, where William "Whip" 
Whitaker (Washington) is waking in a 
bottle-strewn hotel suite, last night's 
company fishing her thong from behind 
a recliner. Much the worse for the 
wear after his long weekend. Whip gets 
ready for work with a snort of coke, and 
is young again as he swaggers into the 
cockpit for a morning flight—Whip, you 
see, is a commercial-airline captain. 

It's not Whip's shabby state, however, 
that eventually puts his plane into a 
sudden free fall. Drawing on a lifetime 
of experience. Whip improvises a 
miraculous plan that brings craft and 
passengers down more or less safely. 

In order to hush up a medical report 
of Whip's potent blood-alcohol level 
at the crash scene and to coach him 
through the investigation, a lawyer, 
Hugh Lang (Don Cheadle), is brought in 
to do damage control at the behest of 
the pilot's union rep, Charlie Anderson 
(Bruce Greenwood), an old Navy buddy 
of Whip's and custodian of the open 
secret of his drinking. Anderson's 
opposite is Whip's dealer, Harling, 
played with dirtbag bonhomie by John 
Goodman. Calm and chaos commingle 
beautifully in the crash-landing set 
piece as handled by director Robert 
Zemeckis, making his first live-action 
film since 2000's Cast Away. It is not 
surprising that Zemeckis' handling of 
spectacle would be undiminished, but 
he hasn't lost his touch with actors, 
either, coaching Washington into one of 
those rare performances that suggests 
much more than it shows. (R) Nick

GANGSTER SQUAD Originally slated 
to open in September 2012, Gangster 
Squad was delayed when the movie- 
theater shooting in Aurora, Colorado, 
suddenly made a scene of gunfire in 
Grauman's Chinese Theatre "inap¬ 
propriate." But released anytime, the 
movie would be a crime against cin¬ 
ematic sensibility. As Gangster Squad 
opens, boss Mickey Cohen (Sean Penn) 
is the snake in the West Coast Eden of 
prosperous Los Angeles circa 1949. Los 
Angeles Police Department Sergeant 
John O'Mara (Josh Brolin) is offered 
the chance to put together an unof¬ 
ficial unit to bust up Cohen's rackets. 
The only other squad member given a 
story line to himself is Ryan Gosling's 
Sergeant Jerry Wooters, who takes up 
with Cohen's arm candy (Emma Stone); 
this gives Gosling occasion to ply his 
shy-heartthrob trade, the sheepish boy 
showing off his cantaloupe biceps. It 
would be the film's silliest performance 
were it not for Penn donning a pound of 
putty to play Cohen—his smushed mug 
would suit a Dick Tracy villain. All of 
the usual cop-opera conceits—"duty," 
"badge of honor," "fraternity"—get 
trotted out, but it's only the pommel¬ 
ing violence that stirs director Ruben 
Fleischer's interest. Gangster Squad 
caroms from crime to retaliation, from 
tommy gun assassination to a power 
drill through the head to a pistol whip¬ 
ping, every bloodletting hyped by Steve 
Jablonsky's score or peppy period 
tunes counterpoised for ironic effect. 

In reducing the great themes of the 
Warner Bros, crime-film legacy to many 
bases to be rounded. Gangster Squad 
desecrates the symbols of the movies it 
alleges to homage. (R) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

THE GUILTTRIP In Anne Fletcher's buddy 
comedy The Guilt Trip, Seth Rogen is 
Andy Brewster, an organic chemist 
frustrated in his entrepreneurial efforts 
at selling the natural cleaning product 
he has invented. About to embark on 
a multi-city sales jaunt, he invites his 
mom (Barbra Streisand) along, osten¬ 
sibly to spend time with her, but with 
the hidden agenda of hooking her up 
with an old boyfriend at journey's end. 
Pairing Rogen and Streisand turns out 
to be inspired. The wisp of a plot serves 
as a platform for some strong comic 
dynamics, the only semi-important thing 
the film has to offer. For an internation¬ 
ally famous doyenne who lives at a 
magnificent and heightened level of 
existence involving ambient harp glis- 
sandos and lilac fragrance, Streisand 
offers a spot-on portrayal of a retired, 
middle-class Gap aficionado. Andy's 
multiple agendas and internal resis¬ 
tance to the fact that he kind of wants 
his mom's help challenges his affable 
shlubbiness. Their exchanges have the 
ructious affection of long acquaintance, 
and the tight focus on the characters 
yields a narrative gentleness that's only 
surprising in a landscape of gross-out 
comedies, some of which Rogen has 
written himself. The Guilt Trip tees up 
scenes involving an eating contest, a 
strip club, and a casino, which in an 
overdetermined, situational film would 
have resulted in projectile vomiting, 
an embarrassing lap dance, and hit¬ 
ting the big jackpot. At each turn, Dan 
Fogelman's script instead veers back to 
the filial relationship and the complica¬ 
tions therein. (PG-13) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

THE HOBBIT: AN UNEXPECTED 
JOURNEY Welcome back to Middle 
Earth. A decade after bidding farewell 
to his Oscar-winning Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, Peter Jackson has returned 
to J.R.R. Tolkien to make three more 
films based on The Hobbit, the slender 
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1937 volume in which the author first 
deployed his Middle Earth mythology. 
And this first installment feels like much 
ado about not very much, dragging its 
hairy feet for nearly an hour before it 
even sets out on the "unexpected jour¬ 
ney" of the movie's subtitle, in which 
the dandyish hobbit Bilbo Baggins 
(Martin Freeman) joins forces with a 
band of warrior dwarfs to help recap¬ 
ture their ancestral homeland from 
the claws of a fire-breathing dragon. 

It goes without saying that all of this 
is executed at an exceptional level of 
craft, but unless you want to see some¬ 
thing that looks like Days of Our Hobbit 
Lives, stay far away from Jackson's 
much-ballyhooed "High Frame Rate" 
version of the film playing in selected 
cinemas. Some welcome cameos 
from the LOTR cast keep things fitfully 
engaging, but mostly the movie feels 
like self-conscious monument art—and 
it's all too unclear whether that monu¬ 
ment is to Tolkien or to Jackson himself.

JACK REACHER In his 2005 novel One 
Shot, Lee Child lays out nine rules for 
surviving a five-against-one alley fight. 
Rule nine: "Don't run head-on into Jack 
Reacher. It's like running into an oak 
tree." As fans of Child's 17 Reacher 
novels know, the drifter hero is 6-foot-5, 
which means that to bring this oak of a 
man to life onscreen, the comparatively 
diminutive Tom Cruise (5-foot-7) would 
have to overcompensate with some 
serious tough-guy glowering. That was 
the expectation, anyway. Instead, when 
surrounded on a dark Pittsburgh street 
by five fools paid a hundred bucks each 
to beat him bloody. Cruise's Reacher 
gives a "you-asked-for-it" shrug, then 
puts the five down. Convincingly. 
Written and directed by Christopher 
McQuarrie (co-writer of The Usual 
Suspects), the movie concerns 
Reacher's attempts to clear the name 
of an army sniper arrested for a shoot¬ 
ing spree. The opening calls to mind 
the cold, heartless grace of a Brian 
De Palma set piece, but McQuarrie 
maintains a jokey tone throughout the 
rest of the film, as if to let us know that 
nobody's taking this lone hero stuff too 
seriously. And master cinematographer 
Caleb Deschanel (The Black Stallion) 
must have taken great joy in bouncing 
light off Rosamund Pike's resplendent 
blond hair. Should a beat-'em-up action 
flick be this beautiful? (PG-13) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

LES MISERABLES You can hear the 
people sing—really hear them—in the 
iong-gestating screen version of that 
Broadway juggernaut Les Miserables, 
for which the musical numbers were 
recorded live on the set rather than 
lip-synched to studio recordings. That's 
one of several ways in which director 
Tom Hooper (The King's Speech) tries 
but fails to inject real-world grit and 
verisimilitude into producer Cameron 
Mackintosh's musical-theater block¬ 
buster, a simpering reduction of Victor 
Hugo's panoramic 19th-century novel 
into a succession of noble peasant 
heroes (Hugh Jackman as the perse¬ 
cuted Jean Valjean), cardboard villains 
(Russell Crowe as police inspector 
Javert), and star-crossed lovers belt¬ 
ing out sound-alike anthems about 
the resilience of the human spirit. On 
stage, where Les Mis has been running 
continuously in one form or another for 
the past 25 years, this all had a certain 
kitsch appeal. On screen, it's a real 
slog, less a movie than an exercise 
in careful brand management. As the 
fired factory-worker-turned-prostitute 
Fantine, Anne Hathaway stops the 
show with her borderline-hysterical 
rendition of "I Dreamed a Dream," 
all bulging eyes and hyperventilation. 
But is this great acting, or merely the 
precursor to spontaneous combustion? 
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(PG-13) Scott Foundas. Countywide. 

LIFE OF PI A stacked-deck theological 
inquiry filtered through a spectacular 
Utanic-by-way-ofSIumdog Millionaire 
narrative, Life of Pi manages occasional 
spiritual wonder through its 3-D visu¬ 
als but otherwise sinks like a stone. 

It's no shock that Ang Lee brings to 
his high seas adventure graceful and 
refined aesthetics devoid of any unique 
signature or pressing emotion, as the 
director has proved himself a skillful 
craftsman without an imprimatur to call 
his own. Here, that anonymity results 
in slavish, proficient devotion to his 
source material, Yann Martel's 2001 
novel. The story concerns the upbring¬ 
ing of Pi (newcomer Suraj Sharma) in 
India, his unbelievable experiences 
surviving a shipwreck aboard a life raft 
also occupied by a Bengal tiger, and 
his post-rescue efforts to convince 
Japanese officials that his jale is true— 
a three-part structure thatOs framed by 
the adult Pi (Irrfan Khan), recounting his 
tale to a nameless Writer (Rate Spall). A 
struggling Caucasian American novelist 
who has been told that Pi's saga will 
convince him of God's existence, the 
Writer—who looks like he just came 
from a Banana Republic modeling 
shoot—is a colonialist appropriator of 
Pi's story, which he plans to turn into 
his own novel. Lee ignores such thorny 
sociopolitical dynamics, opting instead 
to couch this framework as further 
proof of the divine magic of storytell¬ 
ing. Lee stages the freighter's demise 
with a thrilling immediacy, taking full 
advantage of 3-D, and culminates with 
a shot of an underwater Pi gazing at 
the vessel as it descends to the bottom, 
its lights twinkling like flickering eyes. 
Still, the story's relentless articulation 
of its thematic aims proves a buzz kill, 
and the film spoon-feeds rather than 
enlightens. (PG-13) Nick Schager. 
Countywide. 

LINCOLN Much has already been written 
about Daniel Day-Lewis' interpretation 
of the 16th U.S. president in Spielberg's 
Lincoln, and specifically about the reedy 
Midwestern tenor he adopts, derived 
from the often-mocking historical docu¬ 
mentation of Lincoln's contemporaries. 

A sharp contrast with the stentorian 
elocution actors tend to adopt for the 
great emancipator, it's the most super¬ 
ficial and immediately apparent facet 
of this somehow almost 4-D character 
made flesh by Day-Lewis: a vivid evo¬ 
cation of a man no living person ever 
knew, and what amounts to the best 
guess of arguably the best actor of his 
generation. So that's one of the chal¬ 
lenges Spielberg confronts: squaring 
the Georgia white marble of the Lincoln 
Memorial with the flesh-and-blood real¬ 
ity we can never really know—evoking 


the man without diminishing the leader. 
The director's other challenges include 
relating the complications and subtle¬ 
ties of political maneuvering, and the 
inherent suckiness of the biopic form. 
Spielberg solves that by lensing the 
portrait through a single event: the fight 
to pass the 13th Amendment through 
the house of representatives. The film is 
studied and often somber, but it is also 
hugely entertaining, a bitchingly fun 
story of political gamesmanship, influ¬ 
ence trading, patronage, cronyism, and 
outright bribery. This Lincoln is quietly 
ironic, an indulgent storyteller, a hugely 
charismatic leader. A politician by turns 
charmingly persuasive and iron-fisted. A 
melancholic who suffers deeply, forced 
to barricade his grief behind a facade 
of steadiness and disarming humor. A 
father who sprawls on the floor with his 
young son, and a husband whose wife's 
madness is no match for his affection. 
Day-Lewis is just crazy good. {PG-13) 
Chris Packham. Countywide. 

MAMA A chiller about two abandoned 
little girls and their bond to the wraith 
of the title. Mama never delivers the 
primal terror its premise would suggest. 
Instead, the movie—the first feature 
by Andy Muschietti—distracts with 
too much foolishness, namely Jessica 
Chastain plucking a bass guitar in a 
jet-black pageboy wig, tattoo sleeve, 
and Misfits T-shirt. Chastain plays 
Annabel, a goth rocker whose boyfriend 
Lucas (Nikolaj Coster-Waldau ) is the 
uncle of the filthy, feral girls, who are 
protected by their Mama, a cadaverous, 
shape-shifting creature. Annabel and 
Lucas take the girls in, and they settle 
with their new charges in Richmond, 
Virginia, here a bunch of bland sub¬ 
urban streets and a copse played by 
the province of Quebec. They try to 
adjust, yet they retain their tie to Mama, 
threatened by these new caretakers. 
(The possessive specter is performed, 
with CGI trickery, by seven-foot-tall 
ectomorph Javier Botet.) Muschietti's 
movie needs more emotions bent out of 
shape. Lucas and Annabel display not 
a trace of apprehension—or disgust— 
when they become the guardians of 
these bestial little girls. Lucas' "Hey, 

I love you, girl" soothes any rough 
patches between the two new parents. 
Instead, the unwieldiness is played 
out in the plot contrivances, confusing 
machinations involving custody battles, 
convenient comas, stolen computer 
files, and directives delivered in dreams 
to go to Clifton Forge and other place- 
names straight out of the Bobbie Gentry 
songbook. The rich mine of (human) 
parental anxieties left virtually unex¬ 
plored, Mama does at least feature 
intriguing, complex performances from 
its young stars, Megan Charpentier 


and Isabelle Nelisse. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

PARENTAL GUIDANCE In much the 
same way that pig-romancing hill folk 
felt slandered by William Denison 
"Bill" McKinney's performance in 
Deliverance, the elderly have cause 
to feel scandalized by their portrayal 
in Andy Fickman's Parental Guidance. 
The Billy Crystal/Bette Midler vehicle is 
an extended "in my day" joke intended 
to convey the superiority of old people 
over a lot of supposedly contemporary 
behavior that doesn't actually exist in 
real life. The film is unpopulated by 
anything resembling an actual human 
being, and the non-Lipitor-ingesting 
characters are 2-D cutouts for Billy 
Crystal to smack around with his smirky 
jowls. Artie Decker (Crystal), a cornball 
announcer for the Fresno Grizzlies, is 
fired from his job by an executive who 
sprays a withering fusillade of Internet 
buzzwords, advancing the film's conten¬ 
tion that non-elderly people are ridicu¬ 
lous aliens, while providing one of many 
opportunities for Billy Crystal's jowls 
to portray "befuddled." Out of touch 
with tweets or whatever, Artie, along 
with his wife, Diane (Midler), launches 
his new season of unemployment by 
babysitting his daughter's fucked-up 
children in a digitally automated house 
"invented" by his son-in-law. Among all 
the carpooling and violin lessons and 
whatnot, Midler, Crystal, and Crystal's 
befuddled jowls evince smugness 
toward caricatures of overprotective 
parents, educators spewing befuddling 
jargon, befuddling technology, and a 
befuddling kid's baseball league with a 
befuddling lack of strikes, penalties, or 
points. The film might be remembered 
for its discovery of the hateful state of 
"smug-fuddlement," a combination of 
"befuddlement" and "smug." (PG) Chris 
Packham. Countywide. 

RISE OF THE GUARDIANS If you 
completely unpack the plot of Peter 
Ramsey's sweet, fun Rise of the 
Guardians, it's a hierarchical set of 
nested lies: A bunch of sprite-like 
beings who, in real life, we've fabri¬ 
cated to trick children, are, for movie 
purposes, actually real. But they will 
vanish in puffs of rationality if children 
stop believing in them. So the self¬ 
reinforcing work of these mythical 
beings is to kindle widespread belief 
in their own existence (i.e., lies). Jack 
Frost (Chris Pine), the hoodie-wearing 
hero, has the terrifying ability to accel¬ 
erate entropy and therefore hasten 
the heat death of the universe—or, in 
the comforting parlance of children's 
stories, he nips noses with frosty mis¬ 
chief. Jack coexists in the same world 
as Santa Claus, the Easter bunny, the 
tooth fairy, and the old sleepy-time 


sandman, collectively known as the 
Guardians, a coalition of powerful 
beings kind of like the Avengers or 
Damn Yankees. Happily, the film skews 
away from the established templates 
for these archetypes. (Santa Claus 
apparently isn't in the business of 
rendering Manichean judgments on the 
behavior of children.) Based on illustra¬ 
tor William Joyce's book The Guardians 
of Childhood, the film continues the 
migration of Dreamworks Animation 
away from broad jokes and obvious 
pop-culture references in favor of 
something more enduring. (PG) Chris 
Packham. Countywide. 

SILVER LININGS PLAYBOOK Director 
David 0. Russell is still doing penance 
for / Heart Huckabees, a wonderfully 
nutty 2004 passion project exploring 
the desperate search for meaning 
within corporate America. Silver Linings 
Playbook feels more personal than The 
Fighter, his last feature, but it also feels 
like the movie version of a brilliant but 
unbalanced mind on too many edge- 
sanding meds. Released from the psych 
hospital where he was sent after a 
marriage-ending manic fit, Pat Solitano 
(Cooper) moves back into his childhood 
home. Cooper spits out such lines in 
an unmodulated, rapid-fire assault, his 
eyes wide and shining. Russell trusts 
us to draw on, like, every movie we've 
ever seen to recognize this is what 
the fearlessness of the mad looks and 
sounds like; the twist is that Pat's par¬ 
ents—superstitious amateur bookie Pat 
Senior (Robert De Niro) and the sweetly 
overbearing Dolores (Jacki Weaver)— 
speak the same way. The scenes in the 
Solitano home are a cacophony of mile- 
a-minute monotone. They're the best, 
most alive parts of the movie. Like many 
assholes, Pat brands himself a "truth 
teller"; he is, of course, the only person 
who can't see the truth about himself, 
which is that he's incapable of empathy. 
It comes as no surprise that the vehicle 
for this transformation is a slow-building 
romance with a bruised young widow 
played with feisty authenticity by 
Jennifer Lawrence. Manic as it might 
be stylistically. Silver Linings Playbook 
maintains too even of an emotional keel. 
It's a film about the alienated that makes 
sure to alienate no one, a movie depict¬ 
ing wild mood extremes that never rises 
or falls above a dull hum of diversion. 
Russell has made a great movie about 
American malaise; this isn't it. (R) Karina 
Long worth. Countywide. 

SKYFALL If Hollywood's rut du jour is the 
origin story as bid for franchise immor¬ 
tality, you can't say that Skyfall—the 
23rd "official" James Bond film in 50 
years—isn't on-trend. Skyfall, Daniel 
Craig's third Bond film, aims to flesh out 
the backstory of the spy, with the globe- 
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trotting terrorist hunt this time literally 
revisiting the site of the childhood 
trauma that apparently pushed Bond 
to seek out that license to kill. Bopping 
from Shanghai to Macao, Bond gets 
up to the usual daring escapes and 
zipless nightcaps. The greatest gift 
director Sam Mendes—working with 
cinematographer Roger Deakins— 
brings to the material is staging and 
imagery that artfully amplify the film's 
ideas about the world in which all of 
this is happening. And there are ideas, 
despite the fetishism and improbability 
native to the franchise. Bond's world 
is undeniably modeled after a real one 
engaged in debates about transpar¬ 
ency and obfuscation, in which estab¬ 
lished institutions find themselves crip¬ 
pled (and, perhaps worse, rendered 
foolish) by stateless entities who show 
their power through violent interrup¬ 
tions of both the physical and virtual 
worlds. A bureaucrat played by Ralph 
Fiennes, trying to drag MI6 kicking and 
screaming into the age of Anonymous, 
contends that the agency "can't keep 
working in the shadows—there are no 
shadows." It's a POV contested 
by the film's most visually 
stunning action scene, a 
relatively simple duel in a 
darkened Shanghai sky¬ 
scraper, with Bond and 
the bad guy silhouetted 
against the neon lights 
and video billboards 
outside. The shadows 
might have changed 
shape and method 
of generation, but the 
conflicts seem as binary 
as ever. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

But 
discredit director John Luessenhop 
for giving us 3-D visuals reminiscent of 
Jaws 3-D: That slab of meat's coming 
right for us! Try as he might to honor 
the original—flashbulb transitions, 
a skeevy (yet buff) hitchhiker, metal 
doors, and meat hooks—there's little 
of its mounting dread. Instead, we get 
disembowelments and much action for 
the slaughterhouse. One surprise: an 
ending that leaves us with something 
rare for sequels: a sense of finality. (R)

THIS IS 40 It's easy to carp that This Is 
40 is too long, too aimless, too alert to 
small resentments, and too stingy with 
the comic set pieces and gel-capped 
life lessons of Apatow's Knocked Up 
and The 40-Year-Old Virgin. But those 
resentments are sharply observed, 
and the many scenes of Leslie Mann 
and Paul Rudd as married folks 
pickling in each other's 
presence are more famil¬ 
iar from life than from 
movies, and almost 
always droll if not 
laugh-out-loud funny. 

A scene of husband 
Pete (Rudd) upsetting 
wife Debbie (Mann) with 
his bed farts is tinged 
with tragic truth—what is 
marriage but the process of 
acclimating to each other's 
gasses? More painful still is the 
moment when Debbie, seeking 
sex, bares the breasts she has 
been worrying over as her 40th 
birthday approaches—only 


to be rebuffed as Pete monkeys with 
his iPad. Sometimes, Apatow's gifts for 
comedy and pain come together beau¬ 
tifully. Debbie and Pete laugh in bed 
about how much they hate each other, 
sometimes, and then how exactly 
they would murder each other. Her 
answer—a slow poisoning—gets more 
involved as she describes it, and Mann 
makes the most of her showcase. 
Debbie is the first female character 
in an Apatowfilm as engaging and 
fucked up as the boys. Much like mar¬ 
riage, This Is 40 is somewhat formless 
and sometimes frustrating, but life is 
improved by having the option. (R)

WRECK-IT RALPH It's hard out there for 
a video game villain—always being 
attacked, never given the benefit of the 
doubt, and forever pigeonholed. Such 
is the fate of Wreck-lt Ralph (John C. 
Reilly), the bad guy in an old-school 
arcade game. With gigantic hands, 
a round face, and overalls strapped 
over one shoulder, Ralph resembles 
a human Donkey Kong, and after 30 
years of his smash-and-growl routine, 
he has grown tired of his station in life. 
At a therapy session for like-minded 
scoundrels including Super Mario 
Bros.' Bowser and Street Fighter's 
Zangief and M. Bison, Ralph wonders 
aloud why he can't ever be the hero. 

A Pac-Man ghost responds, "We can't 
change who we are." With bouncy 
CG that's given greater depth by 3-D, 
director Rich Moore's film blends the 
secret-lives-of-toys reality of Toy Story 
with the self-actualization vibe of Bolt, 
with the former proving far more elec¬ 
tric than the latter. There's an invigo¬ 
rating energy to the first 20 minutes, 
with Reilly's ho-hum-glum narration 
hilariously establishing Ralph's discon¬ 
tent, and Ralph's travels through the 
game world marked by one winning 
cameo after another, including 2-D 


icons Pac-Man (detested by Ralph) 
and Q*Bert (now homeless). Thus, it's 
disappointing to find Wreck-lt Ralph 
squandering the opportunities it sets 
up, retreating into static be-yourself 
territory when Ralph gets stranded 
in a cart-racing game with a smart- 
talking teen (Sarah Silverman) to save. 
Wreck-lt Ralph's themes don't develop 
by branching out in wild, unpredict¬ 
able ways; instead, they become nar¬ 
rower and more monotonous, perhaps 
replicating the fundamental nature of 
'80s-era games, which were predicted 
on basic, repetitive action. (PG) Nick 
Schager. Countywide. 

ZERO DARK THIRTY Director Kathryn 
Bigelow and screenwriter Mark Boal's 
unofficial sequel to their Oscar-winning 
The Hurt Locker dramatizes the 
decade-long CIA manhunt for Osama 
bin Laden, and from the major details 
to the smallest ones, the reporting is 
so good you scarcely question a beat. 
Jessica Chastain gives a sensational 
performances as Maya, a young CIA 
officer newly arrived in Pakistan, 
where her responsibilities include 
interrogating detained Al Qaeda 
suspects at secret agency prisons 
throughout Asia and the Middle East. 
Be forewarned: "Enhanced" measures 
such as waterboarding and starvation 
are depicted, and without any of the 
moral outrage some might expect from 
a Hollywood treatment of this subject. 
Rather, as they did in The Hurt Locker, 
Bigelow and Boal come not to judge 
but to show, leaving the rest up to us. 
This is superb journalism and even 
better filmmaking, culminating in an 
electrifying re-enactment of the May 1, 
2011, raid on bin Laden's Pakistan hide¬ 
out. But what impresses most about 
Zero Dark Thirty is the long time it 
spends in the middle distance, immers¬ 
ing us in the workaday lives of agents 
and analysts who sacrifice much in the 
name of something bigger than them¬ 
selves and struggle against the same 
petty bureaucrats one encounters 
in any company—whether the boss 
is Uncle Sam or merely some guy 
named Sam. (R) Scott Foundas.

God of Carnage is an 
accurate, albeit ennpty, 
reflection of modern 
moms and dads

W ell, it’s finally happened: I hate 
straight people. 

I knew it was coming, of 
course. After 43 years of being pum- 
meled by their insipid Mars/Venus 
melodramas; obsession with procre¬ 
ating; and endless drooling over one 
another’s naughty bits in song, film, 
television, stage and real life, my gay 
back has finally been broken. Enter God 
of Carnage, the Yasmina Reza megabit 
produced everywhere on the planet- 
even in Slovenia. It’s a terribly popular 
play because it showcases all of those 
hetero gender cliches we’ve come to, 
um, love, as well as the subterranean 
bigotry, violence and venom that upper- 
middle-class white people try to hide in 
order to distinguish themselves from the 
unwashed, browner masses. It’s also the 
crazy cart that has sent me over the edge. 

The 90-minute war of words, directed 
by Brian Newell at Maverick Theater, is 
set in the living room of Michael (Brian 
Kojac) and Veronica (Laura Orlow-Kojac), 
parents of 11-year-old Henry, who has 
recently had two of his teeth knocked 
out by another 11-year-old, Benjamin. 

Ben’s parents, Alan (David Herblin) and 
Annette (Andrea Dennison-Laufer), have 
come to discuss the event and sign a paper 
acknowledging their child willfully, and 
with malice, attacked Henry. As the two 
sets of parents probe further into the 
scrap, their own lives and personalities 
unfold and eventually unravel, expos¬ 
ing their true nature—you know, that 
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Ugly thing we must hide when we’re not 
11-year-olds anymore. 

Once alcohol gets into the mix and 
some physical altercations (by the 
women) ignite, comparisons to Edward 
Albee’s Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf? 
are inevitable. This exploration of trou¬ 
bled adults and marriages in peril might 
even be seen as a modernized Woolf 
except unlike with that monumental 
piece of work, by the evening’s end, 
we aren’t left with very much. Albee’s 
George and Martha do plenty of snarl¬ 
ing and snarking, but finally, we get to 
know them; we understand them and 
their sad lives and pitiful choices. In 
Carnage, we are simply left with small 
personal shames: Do we act like that? 

Do our friends? One glance at the overly 
civilized exteriors of my peer group of 
parents, and I’d say yes. And it’s here that 
Carnage might do a bit of good because

it’s really not about the personal story of 
any of the characters the way Woolf wsls 
solely about George and Martha’s code¬ 
pendent psychosis. 

Instead, Carnage can be seen as a 
fairly accurate reflection of Gen-X par¬ 
ents who, though raised in an economi¬ 
cally prosperous world without much 
danger, have somehow turned into the 
most annoying, paranoid people on the 
planet. Unlike their Boomer folks, Gen-X 
parents feel incredibly entitled and 
will go to the point of lawsuit to prove 
their children are exceptional and fault¬ 
less-even regular activities such as kids 
hanging out together must be renamed 
with special, all-important titles such as 


“playdate.” They aren’t to be confused 
with the parents of the Greatest Genera¬ 
tion, of course, the Benjamin Braddock- 
type custodians from The Graduate who 
were annoying simply because they were 
unable to grasp the exploding cultural 
changes around them. (To their credit, 
they also didn’t analyze their offspring 
and spousal psyches to the point of pro¬ 
ducing nauseating fits, and they didn’t 
wear blinders on purpose—they were 
actually just blind.) The parents of Car¬ 
nage are not like any parents who’ve 
come before; they are a new breed, and 
they are us, the real monsters of the real 
“me” generation. 

Regardless of the lack of depth and 
exploration into character, this produc¬ 
tion, deftly staged by Newell and deliv¬ 
ered with superior skill by the cast, is a 
real crowd-pleaser, as evidenced by the 
uproarious laughter generated when 
Annette and Veronica lose their cool 
and Michael and Alan parody the worst 
cliches of maleness—straight people still 
have endless buckets of sympathy and 
interest in a man with no manners, that 
lovable old Neanderthal. 

For the rest of us, those who are non¬ 
white, non-straight or child-free, the 
clashing of delicate egos and crashing 
flimsy facades is nothing revolution¬ 
ary or very interesting. While people 
such as those in Carnage might actually 
believe their miseries and myopia are 
well-hidden, we who live outside of that 
purified-water fish bowl can spot the 
cracks in the glass from a good hundred 
paces, and reliving it in fiction isn’t 
necessarily our favorite way to pass the 
time—nothing personal. As a small dose 
of much-needed truth serum, however, 
God of Carnage makes the grade. Here’s 
hoping a few straight-laced folks open 
wide. Next week: Why I hate lesbians 
(thanks, Jodie Foster).

Nice Nails Now! 

I t all Started with a Tumbir. 

Sisters Donne and Ginny Geer of Seal 
Beach took their shared passion for the 
world of nail art and started "Hey, Nice 
Nails!" As their nails grew, so did their Tum¬ 
bir following. They couldn't find a salon that 
would hire both of them to work at the same 
time, so they decided to open their own. 

At their cute, upbeat Long Beach store¬ 
front, the Geers specialize in showstoppers: 
gel-fill nails in several rainbows' worth of 
glitter, and cute designs of anything imagin¬ 
able (Union Jacks, vampire teeth, green 
slime—^think of it, and they'll do it). They've 
even signed a book deal. Due in May, it'll 
include tutorials on more than 50 nail-art 
designs and techniques, as well as proper 
nail care. The sisters were kind enough 
to give the Weekly a sneak peek with this 
super-easy leopard tutorial. 

You'll need: three nail polish colors (one 
base color, one color for the spots and one 
black); an ultra-thin watercolor brush; a base 
coat (suggested: Orly Bonder); a top coat 


(suggested: Seche Vite); a small eyeshadow 
brush; a small tin foil square; and a small cup 
nf anfitatfi. 



Apply the clear base coat, then your base 
color. Add a second coat if needed. Bp: If 
you get excess polish on your skin, dip an 
eyeshadow brush in acetate and apply it to 
the rogue polish—nix the cotton ball. 

2. Place a small amount of the color you want 
for the leopard spots on a tinfoil square. Take 
the ultra-thin watercolor brush and dab it in 
the polish, then apply uneven dots randomly 
around your nails. Go wild. Clean your brush. 

3. Put a small amount of the black polish 
on the tinfoil square, then apply it with the 
brush in uneven lines around your spots. 
Make sure the lines hug the spots and 
don't connect all the way. 

4. Fill in the design with random pinpoint 
black dots between the spots. 

5. Even out the texture by applying the 
clear top coat.

Matt Braunger used to 
type subtitles for softcore 
porn, now he makes us 
laugh out loud

S ure, Portland native and former 
MADtv funnyman Matt Braunger 
has some acting chops, but our 
favorite place to see him is onstage with 
a mic in his face. As a standup comic, 
Braunger’s stockpile of real-life scenarios 
(Did you know he used to do the closed 
captioning for Girls Gone Wild?) delivers 
a mix of ridiculous tales and relatable 
humor that lures you in and gets you 
laughing. He’s the dorky, hilarious neigh¬ 
bor you wish you had. 

Aside from his gig on one of Fox’s hit 
comedy variety shows, Braunger has 
made the rounds on such shows as Up 
All Night and Chelsea Lately, toured the 
country, become a regular on the festi¬ 
val scene, and recorded some amazing 


comedy CDs. And now he’s hitting up 
the Brea Improv. See what some call 
“awkward,” but we would label as “awe¬ 
some.” Before his big weekend, we got 
the rundown on his life “pre-comedy” 
and what’s going on now. 

OC Weekly: We heard you did the 50 First 
Jokes show in LA recently. What was your 
first joke of the new year? 

Matt Braunger: I did the absolute short¬ 
est joke that anyone did. I’ve been just as 
guilty as anyone of going long even though 
you’re only supposed to do two minutes 
because for god’s sake, there are 50 of us, so 
you add it up, and the audience is getting a 
sore butt. I got onstage and said, “‘Sailing’ 
by Christopher Cross was originally titled 
‘Chardonnay and Cocaine.’” Then I walked 
away. People older than 30 got it, and then 
everyone else was like, “What is sailing?” 
What was the last job you had when you 
quit to do standup full-time? 

I was a closed-captioner for the hearing 
impaired. Kyle Kinane, who I started out 
with in Chicago, and I both had that job at 
the same company in Burbank. We didn’t 
do the live ones, such as basketball or the 
news; we would do [shows such as] Law 
and Order or softcore porn. I actually wrote 
and produced a pilot for Comedy Central 
about having that job, but it didn’t get picked 
up. Kyle and I always got handed the jobs 
no one wanted to do. Most everyone on the 
staff was female, and a lot of them were like. 


“No, I don’t like doing Girls Gone Wild or the 
hunting shows, so give them to those guys.” 
We’d be like, “We hate these shows!” You’d 
think guys would want to do Girls Gone 
Wild, but no, it’s grosser than porn because 
you’re just watching this guy ask this girl 
to take her clothes off who’s never done it, 
she’s kind of drunk, and it’s as though you’re 
seeing the corruption of youth and writing 
down ever3^hing they say! 

That’s crazy. That is a job I have never 
even thought of 

Exactly. There has never been a time I’ve 
answered that question and people have 
not gone, “Wait, what? That’s not real!” 
Unbelievable. You need to pitch that show 
again. How’s it going with your role on the 
show Up All Night.? 

Good! I’m a recurring character; I play 
Gene, and Jean Villepique plays my wife 
Terry. We were only supposed to do 
one episode because we were the dorky 
neighbors, but the writers just liked writ¬ 
ing for us, so they kept putting us in more 
episodes. It’s a blast! I also think it’s more 
realistic because sometimes you have cool 
neighbors, but everyone has neighbors 
they can’t stand. And not because they’re 
necessarily terrible people, but these guys 
are like, “You have a kid? I have a kid! 
We’re best friends now!” It’s like, “Umm 
... no, we are not.” 

So what’s your set going to be like in Brea? 
Basically, I have a ton of new stuff since I 
put out Shovel Fighter, so I definitely want 



to bring that to people. I’ll also have one 
or two bits from Shovel Fighter I really like 
doing, so people who like that album won’t 
go thinking, “Oh, he won’t do anything 
I like.” It’s not as though jokes are songs 
such as “Free Bird,” but I feel there are 
people who come to shows to see things, 
and I don’t want to disappoint. I like to 
mix it up a little. The bottom line is to 
make it as fun as possible for people.”

Brothers 

Blues/folk/punk 
firebrands Two Gallants 
fight to keep it together

F or two friends and performers 

who grew up to be so close to each 
other, you wouldn’t think one of 
Tyson Vogel’s earliest memories of Adam 
Stephens would involve hand-to-hand 
combat. Though they’d eventually grow 
up to be bandmates in San Francisco 
blues/punk duo Two Gallants, the drum¬ 
mer/vocalist still remembers the epic 
battle scene from grade school that tested 
their ability to throw down before they 
decided to jam out. ‘T remember meeting 
him in [a] carpool. I didn’t really have any 
friends or didn’t know that many people 
at 5 years old,” Vogel, now 31, says. “About 
a year later, we found each other in a fist- 
fight on the roof of our school when he 
kicked a ball at my head.” 

Despite the brawl, Vogel and Stephens 
forged a friendship and around the 
same time became smitten with the idea 
of playing music. Soon after a mutual 
friend’s parents bought Stephens a guitar, 
he and Vogel got into Skid Row and Guns 
N’ Roses, evading their parents’ mutual 
love of “cheesy classical musicals and Neil 
Diamond.” As Nirvana took off around 
middle school, the guys participated in 
a “pretty grunge” band that played their 
school’s eighth-grade dance. High school 
brought the punk rock of Operation Ivy, 
Black Flag and the Germs, and then the 
blues, which they serendipitously discov¬ 
ered separately after growing bored by 
late-’90s rock. “My first blues record was 
Blind Willie Johnson, and I remember 
thinking [about] one blind man in the 
’20s, being black and having all this stuff 
working against him, [who] could just,

with an acoustic guitar and his own voice, 
delve into this honesty and emotional and 
musical depth without having any elec¬ 
tricity or any sort of additive to it,” Vogel 
says. “This is pure expression.” 

The blues would come to make the 
most serious impression on the band. 
After spending time apart because of 
higher education and other life changes, 
they would come together again in 2001. 
Vogel had been playing bass in a “really 


heavy band” for a spell, so he made a sug¬ 
gestion to his longtime friend: “‘We’re 
only two pieces. Why don’t we put your 
acoustic guitar through my bass amp, and 
it’ll add some bottom end?’ Slowly, over 
time, the band have grown from there to 
this extremely loud band.” 

As Two Gallants, Stephens and Vogel 
have embraced the finest tropes of folk, 
punk and blues. They make an intense but 
versatile clatter and have waded through 
DIY tours, as well as bills alongside metal 
and punk outfits with whom their style 
has little in common. They signed with 
Omaha indie label Saddle Creek, encoun¬ 
tered drama in Houston when a concert 
ended with cops making arrests and 
handing out tasings, and have committed 
to ballsy moves (such as covering an old 
black-worker-empowering song whose 
lyrics include “nigger”). The band go 
searching for danger, and the rawness of 
their output demonstrates as much. 

This, however, isn’t to say they’ve haven’t 
tangled with difficult times. After touring 
and recording hard for years. Two Gallants 
plotted to take a break at the tail of2007. 
Since they ran into opportunities they 
couldn’t pass up, they ended up delaying it 
until summer 2008. But by that point, they 
were so weakened the hiatus would run a lot 


longer than the year Vogel figured. Over the 
years, they kept themselves occupied with 
solo projects while dealing with deteriorat¬ 
ing romances, problems finding jobs, poten¬ 
tial substance-abuse issues and, in Stephens’ 
case, a pair of road accidents—one of which 
almost left him dead. After a long-delayed 
comeback, the band returned in 2012. 

The reunion itself aside, the duo’s big 
news for the year was the September 
release of The Bloom and the Blight, their 
fourth record. At first, Stephens wanted 
to call it just Blight, but, Vogel says, 
'‘[Blight] didn’t really give any pedestal 
to the positivity and the togetherness of 
what the record represents. It has a little 
bit of that yin and ying, and also, [in] 
dealing with some of the themes it deals 
with, it’s like this serene acceptance 
that there is blight and there is bloom at 
every moment. It’s all around you at all 
times,” he says. “With the songs [ranging 
from] fragile to super-loud and pounding, 
there’s that sense of balance within the 
bloom and the blight, too.”

What do you 
imagine would happen if you do get 
a band together to play your original 
songs? How much does a rehearsal 
space cost? Who would pay for that?

What clubs would you play? How would 
you go on tour? Could you give up your 
day job to go? What would you do for 
income when you got home? Do you own 
a reliable van and trailer? Any experience 
backing up a trailer? What if you leave 
your gear in the trailer overnight, and 
it gets broken into, and everything gets 
stolen? Do you mind loading out after a 
gig into the van, then unloading every¬ 
thing into your hotel room every night, 
then doing it again night after night? 

Do you have money to invest upfront in 
merchandise? Do you have money for a 
press agent? If not, how would you pro¬ 
mote your band? 

You say you are not brimming with 
confidence, are an okay singer, guitar 
beginner-ish. If you were 21 years old. 

I'd still ask you this: Why do you desire 
to make this happen? Why don't you find 
something you are great at, something 
you can do that brings you a feeling of 
accomplishment, something you have 
some control over, and be creative that 
way? Hey, I wish I could take a space¬ 
ship to a different planet before the death 
squad comes to my door, but—oh, well. 
We just have to accept disappointment 
and go on to the next adventure.

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Pop Art 

Niki &L the Dove’s earnest 
electro sound explores 
light and dark alike

N iki & the Dove’s name might refer¬ 
ence a bird, but the animal that 
was undoubtedly most crucial 
to the creation of Malin Dahlstrom and 
Gustaf Karlof’s Stockholm-based band is 
the horse—or, more specifically, four of 
them. Sometime around 2009, Dahlstrom 
had a vision involving “four galloping 
horses tied to a carriage that I was trying 
to steer.” This inspired her to write “D J, 
Ease My Mind,” which includes the lines 
“A foreign hand and runaway horses/ 
Restless doubt heart/In a vision/I did 
not see/See it coming.” On one level, the 
song is an appeal to exhilarating indul¬ 
gence: Keep spinning good records loud, 
and keep those blinding lights blinding. 
On another, it’s an immensely sad tune 
about finding peace in nostalgia: “Play 
that song again/’Cause we were in love/ 
Before, before the rain began.” 

“The song is about a person who is 
going through changes in her life—maybe 
something that she isn’t in control of,” 
Dahlstrom says. “She needs to hear a cer¬ 
tain song again that will take her back in 
time and to a certain state, so that she can 
also understand her future.” 

As it stands now, “DJ, Ease My Mind” 
is a dazzling, gloomy, finely defined slice 
of electropop, but it wasn’t all Dahl- 
strom’s doing. After writing the tune, she 
asked Karlof to produce it with her. The 
pair met in Gothenburg in 1999 as part 
of a large, fiuid, musical collective. “[‘DJ, 
Ease My Mind’] was a very strong melody, 
and the song was really strong in itself 
from the beginning,” Karlof says. “I felt 
very fiattered that she asked me.” The 
duo temporarily enlisted another pro¬ 
ducer to complete the recording, and then 
moved on to penning originals together, 
which led to the formal inception of Niki 
& the Dove—an enigmatic alias they have 
yet to explain. 

“DJ, Ease My Mind” has been in 


the wild since early 2010, but it finally 
makes an album appearance on Instinct, 
Niki & the Dove’s debut record. (Sub 
Pop Records orchestrated the Ameri¬ 
can release last August.) Much like the 
conflicted spirit of “DJ, Ease My Mind,” 
Instinct seesaws between darkness and 
light. In a 2011 interview with Britain’s 
music newspaper The Stool Pigeon, 
Karlof said of the album, “One [side] is 
quite dark and big, and the other is more 
romantic, smaller stories and smaller 
sounds.” As he clarifies that comment 
now, Karlof notes the divide’s creation 
wasn’t purposeful (he noticed it once 
the record was finished), and it isn’t one 
beholden to a black-and-white sensibil¬ 
ity (the track listing mixes songs of both 
stripes). For examples, he points to “DJ, 
Ease My Mind” and “Mother Protect”

as bleaker songs, and “Tomorrow” and 
“Somebody” as more upbeat and ener¬ 
getic. The contrast works well when you 
consider the dramatic qualities of Niki 
& the Dove’s music and videos. They’re 
a band who take pleasure in making big 
(but not overblown) expressions. 

They’re also devout believers in the 
power of pop music—a style they have 
tackled in other projects—and are more 
than comfortable about being given the 
tag. “If people want to call this a pop 
band, no one is happier than we are. We 
love pop music, and our aim is to make 
good pop songs. That was the aim from 
the beginning,” Karlof says. “For the first 
time, we feel the power and the respect 
for the pop song as an artwork.”

T here's a solid core of art-punk groups 
playing regularly in and around Long 
Beach at the moment: The bands take a 
musical approach akin to the late-'70s 
Manhattan underground scene, playing 
hard, loud, grimy, deliberately minimal¬ 
ist and technically proficient. That group 
includes Gestapo Khazi, Some Days, Death 
Hymn Numbers and Deadly Finns. 

The music of Deadly Finns parallels that 
of, say. Television—a two-guitar attack 
that employs interlocking riffs and impro¬ 
vised sections in which the guitars aren't 
necessarily noodling around, with one guy 
playing lead and the other rhythm. Rather, 
they prefer layering noise to provide an 
energetic point-counterpoint to tunes. 

"I like to see musicians go for it," says 
guitarist/vocalist and de facto bandleader 
Mike Vermillion, describing the way the 
band put songs together. 

Mike and his wife, Eleanor Vermillion, 
who plays drums in the band, moved up to 
Long Beach from San Diego a few years 
ago. Mike had been playing in the seminal 
underground art-punk ensemble Gogogo 
Airheart, touring all over the U.S. and 
Europe while signed to the Sonny Kay- 
Mars Volta co-owned GSL label. Over the 
course of Gogogo Airheart's career—span¬ 
ning approximately 10 years, beginning in 
1996—the band witnessed the big Internet 
shift in the music industry, and for better or 
worse, it really changed the paradigm for a 
lot of indie bands. 

"The climate of music started changing," 


Vermillion recalls. "If you weren't touring 
all the time, you had no money. We just kind 
of got tired of not having a home. I was still 
in Gogogo Airheart when I moved to Long 
Beach; we were touring a lot, but it was 
obvious our interests were going into dif¬ 
ferent things. So it was time for a new band 
with friends from Long Beach." 

He met guitarist Tyler Case through 
some mutual friends from the GSL label, 
and initially, Eleanor played bass with Tony 
Matarazzo (FM Bats, Jail Weddings) on the 
drums. This lineup recorded a full-length 
LP in 2009 before parting ways with Mata¬ 
razzo. Eleanor quickly learned the drums, 
and GSL labelmate Mike Damico (Neon 
King Kong) arrived in Long Beach from 
Cleveland to take over on bass. 

With a new roster, they released a 7-inch 
late last year—and there's an arsenal of 
new material on the way, Vermillion says. 
"[We have] a bunch of new stuff recorded," 
he says. "But my relationship with current 
mediums of sharing music has been an 
uphill battle." 

Which explains why Deadly Finns' Inter¬ 
net imprint is relatively sparse, with a few 
old videos on YouTube, a MySpace page 
untouched since 2011, and a Facebook 
page with no tunes on it. But that's no mat¬ 
ter to Vermillion; he's not in it for the media. 

"Ideally, I would like to play shows in 
front of friends," he says. "The Internet 
kind of destroyed touring bands, you 
know? We used to get bands from the 
East Coast out here all the time, but they 
aren't really doing that anymore. They 
don't have to; you can sell your music 
online now. It feels weird to sell yourself 
on the Internet." 

Not that Vermillion is rearing to get 
back on the road either. He and Eleanor 
just bought a house in Long Beach. She 
works as a teacher, and he's logging regu¬ 
lar hours at a grocery store nearby. They 
are generally enjoying finally having roots 
down somewhere. For now. Deadly Finns 
enjoy being domesticated. 

"Long Beach is great, being able to bike 
around and see your friends," he says. "I 
really like it."
